Jefferson, Ga., November 2.—(Special.)— 


With the coming of Gus Fellows, the 
negro who criminally: assaulted Miss 
Dollie Hood, near Harmony Grove, about 
ten days ago, and who was taken to 
Atlanta to save him from the vengeance 
of the people of this vicinity, the wrath 
of the citisens of Jackson county return- 
ed, and unless the action of the law is 
swift and eure, it will be impossible to 
check the tide of feeling against the 
negro and save him from a mob. 
Trembling every time the door to the 
section of the jail in which he is in- 
carcerated is opened, and with fear de- 
picted in every line of his face. Fellows 
is awaiting his trial. In the corner of 


his cell he crouches as if to be as far 
as possible from the mob which he be- 
lieves is on the outside preparing to storm 
the jeil and end his life. ) 
Jefferson is crowded with men from the 
surrounding country tonight, as it has 
been during the entire day. There were 
no signs of intended violence further than 
the grim, determiped faces wus- 
picion that the greater port men 
were armed. It may be curiosity to 800 
the negro and hear the evidence in the 
trial, or it may be a part of a plot to 
deal out vengeance to him, but certain 
it ia that the strength of the surrounding 
country is in this little town tonight and 
has been here during the entire day.

Great secrecy was observed in regard 
to the order, and the men had left the 
city before it was generally known that 
the order had been received from Govern- 
or Candler. 

The governor was in C3lumbus at the 
time the onder was issued, It was im- 
possible to communicate with him last 
night. 

A special from Jefferson explains in 
detail the causes leading up io the call- 
ing out of the local company. 


Jefferson, Ga., November 2.—(Special.)— 
With the coming of Gus Feilows, the 
negro who criminally: assaulted Miss 
Dollie Hood, near Harmony Grove, about 
ten days ago, and who was taken to 
Atlanta to save him from the vengeance 
of the people of this vicinity, the wrath 
of the citizens of Jackson county return- 
ed, and unless the action of the law is 
swift and eure, it will be impossible to 
check the tide of feeling against the 
negro and save him from a mob. 

Trembling every time the door to the 
section of the jail in which’ he is in- 
carcerated is opened, and with fear de- 
picted in every line of his face. Fellows 
is awaiting his trial. In the corner of 


his. cell he crouches as if to be as far 
as possible from the mob which he be- 
lieves is on the outside preparing to storm 
the jail and end his life. 

Jefferson is crowded with men from tho 
surrounding country tonight, as it has 
been during the entire day. There were 
no signs of intended violence further than 
e grim, det faces a sus- 
picion that the greater portion.

These lands are allotted to emigrants 
exempt from taxes for twenty years; 
at the end of that time they may be 
rented or purchased at a moderate 
sum. They are almost entirely free 
from the obligation of military service 
for ten years. Money is lent to emi- 
grants who already have a certain 
amount—otherwise they are not al- 
lowed to emigrate—which need not be 
paid for thirty years. Agricultural im- 
plements are given them outright. No 
wonder that some of the cream of Rus- 
sian peasantry has been induced to 
emigrate. Whole communities have 
found in their new home a lot which 
is better than anything they have ever 
known in the mother country, Con- 
tinuing, the article says: 

Hardly a day passed as we gteamed up 
the great rivera that we did not meet one 
or more steamers, sometimes towing“ 
barges in addition, fled with emigr..ts.

Rural Free Delivery System. 

What is known as-the rural free de- 
livery system is likely to be of untold 
benefit to the agricultural districts of 
the country in the near future. 

Already the system has been put into 
effective operation in many of the 
states and territories of the union, but 
in no section of the country as yet has 


the system become generally operative. 


limited sca in different localities 
scattered about over the country, but 
such has been the success of the ex- 
periment up to date that it will un- 
doubtedly meet with universal adop- 
tion. 

Ohio, Illinois. Michigan. Wisconsin, 
indiana and lowa are the states in 
which the system is being chiéfly tried 
at present, though every state and ter- 
ritory is receiving some attention. 
Some idea of the progress which has 
been made in testing the system may 
be obtained from the appropriations 
which congress has made in this direc- 
tion. In 1896, $50,000 was appropriated; 
in 1897, $150,000; in 1898, $300,000; and 
in 1899, $1,750,000, . 

Though it will cost the government 
something to put the system Into gen- 
eral operation, it will be money well 
expended, and the taxpayer will have 
no cause to grumble. With the in- 
troduction of the system one of the 
principal drawbacks to life in the rural 
districta will be largely overcome, vis: 
The isolation and the loneliness which 
one feels in living remote from the 
centers of population. This fecling 
will almost entirely disappear when 
our farmers. instead of being com- 
pelled to walt until they can get an 
opportunity to go to the postoffice, 
will have their mail delivered to them 
daily at their own doors. 

Along with better postal facilities 
our farmers also need better roads. 
Both will come in time, but at pres- 
ent they have abundant cause for 
congratulation in the success of the 
rural free delivery system.

ROOSEVELT BREAKS RBEOORD. 


Republican Finishes Most Remarka- 


ble Campaign Known. 

Owego, N. Y., ‘November 2.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, republican candidate for vice 
president, completed tonight at this point 
one of the most remarkab.e cgmpaigns 
ever made by @ candidate of any party in 
the United States. In eight weeks he has 
visited twenty-four states of the union, 
made 673 speeches, traveled 21,209 miles, 
visited 667 towns and cities and talked to 
what is estimated to be 3,000,000 people. 
This record includes more speeches, more 
miles traveled and more territory cover- 
ed than that of all the other candidates 
for president or vice president of the 
United States of all other parties for the 
last 100 years, with the exception of the 
record made by William J. Bryan in 1896, 
and it exceeds Mr. Bryan's record, which 
was 688 speeches made and 19,000 miles 
covered. Thie wonderful campaign was 
finished by a two weeks’ tour of the state 
of New York, during which the candidate 
craveled 2,258 miles through thirty-seven 
counties and made 120 speeches, the ma- 
jority of them from the rear platform ot 
the train Mr. Roosevelt finishea this 
tour in excejlent health and good spirits, 
and, as he said tonight: 

“With a slightly weakened voice, but 
able to go on with the campaign a couple 
of weeks more.“ 


HANNA I8 SEVERE ON BRYAN. 


Ohio Senator Denounces the Demo- 
cratic Nominee. 


Chicago. November 2.—Senator Hanna 
addressed three meetings tonight, the 
largest one being at Westerh avenue and 
Bloomingdale road, where the big circus 
tent in which the meeting was held was 
packed. It was an orderly meeting and 
in great contrast to the somewhat ex- 
citing reception he had last nicht. Sena- 
tor Hanna spoke‘practically without in- 
terruption. Mr. Bryan spoke in this sec- 
tion of the northwest side last night and 
Senator Hanna devoted most of his time 
to « discussion of imperialism and trusta, 
on which Mr. Bryan dwelt chiefly. 
„it amounts almost to fanaticism and 
ehloanery.“ said Senator Hanna, for a 
man who aspires to the office of 
president to raise a question so foreign to 
the principles and future of our govern- 
ment to talk t imperialism as an 
tasue. It is t another bogey man to 
frighten the people. A man who ascribes 
the purposes to our standing army that 
have been ascribed in thig campaign 
knows that he lies when he says 1. By 
his acts and his words Mr. Bryan is lay- 
frig t foundation in this country for 
socialism and anarchy.

Council Will Be Asked To Adopt Res- 


olution Providing for Tax on 
Bootblack Stands. — 


Standard Telephone Company has at last 
been arranged and next Monday the city 
council will be asked to adopt an or- 
| dinance upon the matter. 

The company is to pay about $800 in 
taxes this year for the nine months that 
it will have been in operation when the 
administration closes and next year it 
will pay about $1,000 to the city. This is 
in addition to the occupation tax of $3. 
which is paid by both companies. 

The petition of the Standard company 
hag been before the tax committee since 
last March Its manager, Colonel John 
W. Rutherford, stated in a letter to the 
committee that the tax of $1 per tele- 
phone was a burden on the company, as it 
amounted to twice the tax paid by the 
Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, as the latter charged double 
the amount fog service asked ty the 
Standard company of its patrons. 

Upon a number of occasions the mat- 
ter has been discussed by the tax com- 
mittee. Last night the following recom- 


| :endation, whieh will be read to council 


next Monday, was approved of by the 
members of the committee: 

Your committee on taxes having had under 
consideration the petition of the Atlanta Stand- 
ard Telephone Company for relief from over- 
taxation ascertained the following facta: 

J. That said company did not begin to re- 
celve rente for its instruments until the de- 
ginning of the second quarter of this year 
no that in so far as it ought ta pay taxes on 
ita income it would not be fair to charge it for 
more than three-quarters of the year. 

@. The average rentals for ita instrument in 
use are considerably lower than those of the 
Bouthern Bell company. : 

3. Under the contract between the Rtandard 
company and the city it furnishes the city 
twenty-five telephones free of charge, while 
the bulk of tavation pald by the Southern Bell 
company ia paid in telephone rentals. 

4. Under the contract between the Standard 
company and the city the city is at liberty to 
tax the Standard company in one of three 
ways, I. e., to require the company to pay 
an ad valorem tax on its preperty, or to tax 
it according to the number of instruments in 
use, or upon the basis of its Income; provided 
if it is taxed upon its instruments in use 
on the basis of ite income the rate is not 
exceed that af other companies dofng the same 
class of business. 

6. The Standard company has about 2,000 
telephones in use. a 

6. Each company pays an occupation tax of 


$50. ; 
After a careful consideration of all the facts 


invofved, and with a desire to equalize as near- 
ly as may be the burden of taxation on the 
two companies your committee recommends 
that if the Atlanta Standard Telephone Com- 
pany will return its property for ad valorem 
tax at a valuation of 664,000 for the year 
1900, and pays taxes thereon at the charter 
rate of $1.25 per $100 that it be not required 
for the present year to pay any tax on its 
telephones in use. 


Bootblacks May Be Taxed. 


The resoution introduced by Council- 
man Harwell at the last session of coun- 
ci} and which provides for a tax upon 
bootblacks’ stands of Atlanta was report- 
ed upon favorably by the committee and 
council will be asked to adopt it. Stands 
in barber shops and those in stores where 
no charge is made for blacking shoes are 
exempted. 

There was considerable discussion over 
the matter last night, but it was finally 
decided to require a tax of & per annum 
for every chair. It is not improbable that 
council will adopt this ordinance, as there 
are several hundred stands in Atlanta. 

Permission was given to young men of 
the Second Baptist church to operate a 
reading room and employment agency in 
the basement of the store that is located 
on the corner of the raltraad and the alley 
near Whitehall street. This was done 
,upon the representation that there is to 
be no charge for anything that is done 
for the unemployed. A rescue home ard

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FOUR CASES WERE ON TRIAL 


Three First Verdicts and One Final 
i Was Day’s Record. 


PLAINTIFF u bu CASE WAS WIFE 


Couple Lived Together for Thirty- 
five Days, Another Separated 
After Twenty-six Years. 


Much of the time of the frst division of 
the superior court yesterday morning was 
consumed in untangling the snarie made 
by Dan Cupid in the lives of unhappy 
ones. 

Four divorce suits occupied the atten- 
tion of the court and jury, and as a con- 
sequence one final verdict for total sepa- 
ration and three first! verdicts were ro- 
turned. 

The plaintiff in each of the cases was the 
wife. Probably the most interesting suit 
was that of Mrs, Bessie Brightwell, who 
was suing her husband, Clarence C. 
Brightwell, for a total separation on the 
ground of non-support and cruel treat- 
ment. 

„According to Mrs. Brightwell her fond- 
est hopes were blighted almost before 
the echo of the sound of the marriage 
bells had died away. She !ived with her 
husband exactly thirty-five days and left 
him to go to her own people. They were 
married March 31, 1897. Before she con- 
sented to cast her lot with that of Clar- 
ence Brightwell she was Miss Bessie 
Lyon, and in her petition for divorce she 
asked that the court give her back her 


maiden name. 

Specifically Mra, Brightwell declared 
that wien she became a bride it was prac- 
tileally understood herhusband had al- 
ready prepared a pleasant home for her. 
This happy home, she avered, turned out 
to be but a room and bed, with no kitchen 
furniture, wood or fuel of any kind, She 
aaid further that about fifteen days after 
the wedding her husband gave up his po- 
sition on the rallroad and spent his days 
in aanging about the street corners.” 

Almost from the day of the marriage, 
s0 Mra. Brightwell alleged, her husband 
mistreated her, and when she remon- 
strated with him, finally saying that she 
intended leaving, she says his answer 
was that he would kill her on sight if she 
left. After all this had been submitted 
to the jury a first verdict for divorce was 
returned in favor of the wife. 

Married Twenty-six Years. 


After having been married twenty-six 
years Mrs. Francig A. Jones applied to 
the superior court for a divorce from 
her husband. She said she wedded John 
Jones in Habersham county January 6, 
1873. 

Seven children came to bless their 
home, In her petition to the court Mrs. 
Jones declared that for four years prior 
to filing the divorce proceedings her hus- 
band had not been the kind-hearted, gen- 
erous man she had expected he would 
prove under any and all circumstances. 
She alleged that he abused her and failed 
to contribute matertally to her support. 
The jury gave her a first verdict yester- 
day morning. 

Gertrude Kenney was granted a final 
verdict in her suit for total separation 
from Walter T. Kenney. She alleged that 
her husband wauld curse her, then prom- 
ise to never do so again, and when for- 
given, would almost immediately repeat 
the offense. j 

She said he took her to a boarding 
house at one time and then disappeared 
suddenly. leaving her to pay the board 
bill, although she had no mohey. Further 
she stated that when their child was 


sick he absented himself from home and 


declined to attend the baby’s funeral, or 
comfort her in any way during the days 
of her sad bereavement. They were mar- 
ried in the spring of 1893 and separated 
on Christmag Eve day, 1804. 

Ten yeara was the time limit of the 
happy married life of Mrs. Lula Light 
and Wimam J. Light. he was yesterday 
@ranted a first verdict in her sult for dl- 
vorce against her husband, in which she 
charged that he beat, vilified and made 
life a perfect torment for her.“ 

The wife said her husband drank to ex- 
cess and insulted her in the presence of 
her friends at table and at various times 
and other places.’ Her husband filed a 
crers-bill, denying nearly all the allega- 
tions of his wife and stating that she left 
him for no good reason.

WHAT A CLOUDBURST IS. 


Not a Bursting Cloud, but Simply a 
Heavy Kain. 


“The most destructive form of mountain 
storm is the so-called cloudburat, when 
the rippling brook suddenly becomes a 
roaring river, carrying death and destruc- 
tion in its th. The nolse made by a 
Cloudburst has no parallel. Above the 
rumble and roar of a mass of rushin 
water is heard a grinding, groaning soun:

She was taken to the detention ward 
and she awoke little Dick with her kisses 
and dressed him. 

Mrs. Duncan stated that she resided in 
the country near Fort McPherson and the 
reason the boy was sent to No. 6 Loyd 
street was because she got her mail there 
every day. 

The bey was too sleepy to be glad to 
see his mother, but when he was finally 
aroused he returned her kisses and went 
off with her as happy as a tired little

City’s Copy of Electric Lighting 
Contract Missing, 


——— 


/SECRET HAS BEEN GUARDED 


Wot Until Alderman Welch Demand- 
ed To Sse the Contract Was It 
Made Known That the 
Document Had Been 
Lost by Officials. 


—— 


For two months, say the city hall of- 
ficials, they have known that the light- 
ing contract between the city of At- 
lanta and the Georgia Electric Light 
Company was missing, but apparently 
no effort was made to either find it or 
have a duplicate made until yesterday 
morning, when the matter was brought 
to a head by a demand on the part of 
Alderman Welch tu see the document. 

I have known for two months that 
the contract was lost,“ said W. D. Greene, 
the city clerk, directly after the meeting 
of the tax committee last night. 

The $20,000 bond made by the Georgia 
Electric Light Company to insure a faith- 
ful and efficient service to the city was 
also lost, and could not be produced yes- 
terday, but during the afternoon Mayor 
Woodward stated to Judge J. A. Ander- 
son, the city attorney, that it had been 
found and was on file. 

Fortunately for the city the Georgia 
Electric Light Company was able to pro- 
duce its duplicate copy of the contract, 
and it will therefore be an easy matter 
to make another copy for the benefit of 
the city. 

Had, however, the copy of the Georgia 
Electric Light Company been lost, as 
it would have been ex- 
tremely difficult to establish just what 
the missing paper contained, and it is 
doubtful if the lighting company could 
have been made liable or the bond for- 
feited. 

It was during the meeting of the electric 
light committee, of which Councilman 
Holland is chairman,that the fact became 
know that the city officials had lost the 
contract. City Electrician Harper, who 
had been instructed to make a detailed 
report to the committee about the num- 
ber of lights that had deen dark in At- 
lanta, submitted his statement, which 
showed that the lighting company owed 
the city $136 for dark lights. The com- 
mittee decided to substract this amount 
from the bill of the company. 

Before doing s0, however, Alderman 
Welch, a member of the committee, asked 


to see the contract. City Clerk Greene. 


said he did not have it. “The mayor an- 
nounced that he did not know. where it 
was, and the city comptroller stated that 
he did not have it on file. 

The mayor said he fhought he had sent 
it to the comptroller after signing it, But 
the latter official announced positively 
that he had never received it. Preston 
Arkwright, of Brandon & Arkwright, at- 
torneys for the lighting company, sent 
for the duplicate that the company had 
on file, and from it a second duplicate 
will be made for the city. 

The bond also was missing yesterday 
morning. but during the afternoon the 
mayor told the city attorney that it had 
been found, which reiieves the situation 
that much. It is probable that nothing 
will be affected bv the loss of the paper.

widely separated sections. This is, really one 
of the nwost important developments of the 
week, and it is taken as indicating not only 
that confidence in elevtion results is felt, but 
that consumers’ stocks are down to a mimi- 
muin, 

Failures show an expansion over the same 
Pericd a year ago, but are much more favor- 
able than in preceding years. 

Speculation on the various exchanges has rul- 
ed rather slow. In wheat the moving feat- 
ure has been the reiteration of stories of Ar- 
gentina crop damage, which was inttremental 
in inducing some advance, much of which was 
lost later. 

In cotton fear of frost damage has been the 
moving factor, and here also some advance 
has been scored from the low point of last 
week. The leading authorities look for an ex- 
haustive demand for the largest part of the 
year’s American crop, predictions that II. 
9000. 000 bales are absolutely needed are main- 
tained. Farmers are siow to follow the price 
downward, and are reported holding for het- 
ter prices. 

Weather conditions are not altogether fa- 
vorable to the shoe trade, but hides are firm 
and sole leather shows an advance of 243c 
per pound at the west for October. 

Wool is showing increased activity, while 
prices are firm in sympathy with the better 
tene of London and Melbourne advance. 

Western live stock roceipts for October were 
very heavy, but prices huve heid well de- 
spite this. 

A distinct and marked improvement in the 
demand for both cruce and finished iron and 
steel is noted. From Chicago. Pittsburg, Bir- 
mingham and Philadelphia come c:nfirmations 
of better inquiry for pig at a light advance 
except in the case of the southern product.

one. 

The export demand for cotton is apparently 
undiminished, and this week witnesses the 
heavy day’s exports from w Orleans ever 
recorded. 

Nine months’ trade returns show a gain 
in manufactured goods of 22 per cent over a 
year ago, while the increase in agricultural 
products was only 9.6 per cent, this latter 
increase being entirely due to higher prices of 
cotton as compared with last year. The out- 
look is for an aggregate export of manu- 
factured goods this year of at least $440,- 
000,000, a total never heretofore approached, 
A curious feature is that most of the increase 
in 1 rt trade for the nine months -is in 
products designated to be used by American 
manufacturers, so that the anomaly is pre- 
nented of American manufacturers being the 
largest importers of toreign products.

Had the borrowing with 
which to hold stocks on margin proceeded 
thia week with the headlong eagerness that was 
shown last week, the effect of today's furry 
in call loans inevitably would have been much 
aggravated. In the firet place the availabl: 
resources of the money market would have 
been much depleted and in the second place the 
contraction of credits necessitated would have

It was claimed that the high rate for call loans 
was due simply to the temporary tieing up of 
money incident to the monthly settlements, 
and that there would be a quick release next 
week, or as soon as dividend and interest 
disbursements began to find their way back 
into the money market. The feature of the 
preliminary estimates of the week's cash 
changes is the reversal shown in the current 
of the money movement with the interior. The 
banks have gained on the interior movement 
by express to the extent of probably near half 
a million dollars.

The order in time in which they enter 
Properly, is that In which they are here 
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stated. Interest must be stimulated and 
information gained before judicious and 
helpful action can be taken. In reflecting 
upon the duties which may reasonably at- 
tach to the office to which I have been 
assigned as chairman of the section of 
education I have bérne this in mind. 
Through correspondence and otherwise I 
have endeavored to stimutate the interest 
of members of our clubs in the subject of 
our public education. In July last, 
through the courtesy of our distinguished 
commissioner of state schools. this section 
was privileged to hold a joint § session 
with the county school commissioners of 
the state at Barnesville during their 
usual annual meeting. An excellent op- 
portunity was thus afforded us to exhibit 
our proper and increasing intérest in the 
work of our public schools, ahd it may 
not be denied that it was most conspleu— 
ously manifested.

Whether or not compulsory education 
is soon, or at any time, made a law in 
Georgia, there could scarcely be for it, 
by man or woman, a stronger plea than 
that made by Mrs. Felton in Griffin on 
Wednesday evening. 

Commissioner Glenn, in his address, 
pronounced by many to be one of the 
best and strongest ever made by him, 
dealt with the subject of what the club 
woman can do for education in Georgia. 
He took occasion to announce to his audi- 
ence that in recommending as he did in 
his last report, that compulsory educa- 
tion be made a law in Georgia, he had 
been first lead to consider the matter fa- 
vorably by Mrs. Felton. 55 

The seriousness of the questions béing 
discussed by the distifffuished speakers 
was momentarily alleviated by a repartee 
between the two, which demonstrated the 
wit. of the woman versus the humor of 
the man, and the opinions of the woman, 
held to despite the arguments of the man. 
Whether the one convinced the other 
that he or was right, the audience 
was danvinced of ohe thing, and that was 
that this is a day and hour when there 
can be no longer question of the relative 
sise of man's and woman's brain. And 
they may have learned the lesson, too, 
not only in this incident, but in many 
occurring at the convention, that woman 
has made up her mind to say what she 
has to say and to say it fearlessly.

Under the head of the legislative, each 
and every club woman was urged to in- 
terest herself personally in the passage 
of the two bills now pending in the legis- 
lature the one known as “the child labor 
bill.“ the other, making women over 
eighteen eligibit to admiasion in the tex- 
tile department of the Technological 
school. 

Mrs. Ottley introduced as speakers on 
her programme two brilliant women, Mrs. 
Louise Chappelle, of Columbus, who had 
as the theme of her able discoure “Our 
Field.“ and Mrs. Edward Brown, who 
chose as her subject Women on Poll- 
tios.“ 5 

No address yet made by any woman on 
a similar oceaazion in Ceorgia has made 
a deeper impression than did Mra, Brown 
when she made clear the interest and ef- 
forte of women in a direction in which 
they are go often misunderstood. The 
whole course of her argument was de- 
signed to show that women should keep 
themselves clear of the machinery of pol- 
itica, that they might be free to exert 
the greatest possible moral influence. 

In the early part of the address oc- 
curred the statement: There is no doubt 
that the great majority of, women and al- 
most all men feel a justifiable shrinking 
from the idea of women in politics, but,“ 
explained the fair speaker, pollties in the 
partisan sense should -not be confused 
with principles and policies. The ma- 
chinery of politica is different from the 
ethics of politics, and women have been 
taught that it is their duty to influence 
the morality of their people. 

Indeed. the training of woman from 
the earliest time till now, has tended to 
fit her for this work of elevation of prin- 
ciples above parties, of policies above 
politics. 

“Whether women have the right to 
vote; whether it is expedient that women 
should vote; whether the majority of 
women would vote if they were allowed 
the right—all these much-argued ques- 
tions have no bearing at all on the real 
situation, which is briefly this: 

Women have not only the right but 
the admitted duty te secure and enforce 
a true system of morality. Women have 
not only the right but the admitted duty 
to secure the best conditions, moral, men- 
tal and physical for their ckildren.”’ 

Mrs. Brown then proceeded to reason 
if all women understood these needed re- 
forms, and their own power to bring 
them about, the work would be done al- 
ready; that women had waited for cen- 
turies to see these wrongs righted, and 
have at last taken up the questions them- 
selves, seeing that without their influence 
the wrongs would exist for centuries 
longer. , 

It is their wish, she emphasised, not to 
usurp the authority of men, but to pur- 
suade men to carry out the needed re- 
forms by the necessary political meas- 
ures. : 

In eloquent conclusion Mrs. Brown said: 
“The women of the eighteenth century 
stirred in their drugged sleep and dream- 
ed of the fredom and justic that might 
be. The women of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, partly wakened, are struggling to 
throw off their lethargy and ere pleading 
for all that they feel must be. And we 
dare to hope that the women of the twen- : 
tieth century may see all accomplished: 
by their own strength, if it must de 80, 
but better still, by the hand of men who 
have always held, and should always 

hold, the power of government."
